Claims 42-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The instant 
application gives no data relevant to the use of the nucleic 
acids mentioned in the claims in any in vivo method to effect 
the change mentioned in the claims. One of skill in the art 
would be compelled to perform undue experimentation in order to 
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practice the claimed invention because of the large number of 
variables connected with the use of such nucleic acids. For 
example, the instant application does not give guidance as to the 
type of administration, the times or frequencies of 
administration, or the dosages required to obtain the desired 
effects. This rejection is repeated for reasons already of record 
(e.g., Office action mailed October 2, 2000). Applicant's 
arguments (paper no. 10, pages 4-5) are not convincing because 
applicant does not address any of the parameters mentioned in the 
rejection (e.g., type of administration, the times or frequencies 
of administration, or the dosages required to obtain the desired 
effects) .
